Wo aro fer-
vently hoping that the season has gone by for
cholera to slay its thousands and yellow fever
Its tens of thousands. The Hoard of Health, to
bo sure, aro doing all in their power to lay the
city subject to an epidemic. The streets in cer-
tain quarters aro choked up with garbago, and
wherever tho tenement-hous- e clement provails,
there do you find also tho elements ofcontagious
disease. But although the weather of tho past
few days has been eminently favorable to con-
tagion, tho deaths even of infants from cholera
Infantum have been few, and less than the
usual percentage of funerals have visited tho
cemeteries and burial grounds.
